Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative referred to differences between the prior 
art of record and limitations in claims 1 (Fujimori et al.) and 4 (see Gehman et al.). Regarding claim 1 , applicant's 
representative submitted that Fujimori et al. teaches a method directed to distinguishing devices instead of packets, as 
claimed. In consideration of claim 4, arguments were presented regarding the "boundary" for "resets". Gehman et al. 
teaches merely a pointer, without directing it to resets. As for claims 18-23, Examiner and Supervisor explained 
Office's policy regarding independent ("shorthand") claims. 
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
